As illustrated in Figure 1, a printed netpage 1 can represent a interactive form 
which can be filled in by the user both physically, on the printed page, and "electronically", 
via communication between the pen and the netpage system.

The netpage 
consists of graphic data 2 printed using visible ink, and coded data 3 printed as a collection 
of tags 4 using invisible ink. The graphic data 2 and the coded data 3 are printed 
substantially simultaneously.
